Wait until the seed matures, then dry 
it thoroughly immediately after it has 
been harvested, put it in packages 
well labeled, and store in a dry place 
where it can not be destroyed by in- 
sects, rats, or mice.

My dear Mrs. Hoffman — After in- 
quiries at chapter headquarters, 
Philadelphia, we find that Charles 
Kerwood, sergeant-pilot, Lafayette 
E«cadrille, Bre. 1117, now prisoner 
No. 11846, Ire. Cie. Baraque E, Gies- 
sen, Germany, was brought down be- 
hind the German lines on March 31, 
1918. Having been in the French 
army he is considered a French 
prisoner of war, and as packages are 
allowed to be sent only to American 
prisoners of war the only possible 
thing to do is to send money, sizes, 
and the kind of garments needed to 
the following address, the garments 
and food then being purchased abroad 
and sent direct to him. The follow- 
ing data will show you what to do: 

"Allied prisoners of war — Persons 
desiring to send parcel:* to Allied 
prisoners of war should send money 
therefor to the Bureau of Prisoners* 
ReMef A. R. C, Washington, D. C. 
which bureau will endeavor to have 
bought in Europe and have forwarded 
to the prisoners the supplies specified. 
Money for prisoners should likewise 
he sent to the Bureau of Prisoners* 
Relief. Letters should be sent direct 
to the prisoner at the above address." 

We have written Washington ask- 
ing whether exception is made for 
Americans serving in the French 
army, but have not yet had an answer

And just as a matter of record, so 
that Hughey Fullerton won't think 
that he's the only pebble on the beach | 
when it comes to doping out "world's j 
series," we don't mind saying that j 
we gave the readers of Our Town j 
the straight stuff last week and it! 
wasn't our fault if things didn't turn j 
out some other way. l 

Which is to say, that we warned j 
the public that they would miss some , 
mighty good tennis if they neglected j 
to come around to the court at Elm- ! 
wood and Essex avenues last Satur- j 
( lay— and they did— that is, those j 
that didn't come around. And we 
warned Messrs. Justice and Ross that 
Lawrence Warwick was one of those 
Paoli marines with a silver "sharp- 
shooter" medal to his credit— but 
heavily disguised; and that Walter 
Shaw covered an ordinary tennis 
court with the same ease and non- 
chalance that a mythical giant would 
exercise in stepping from the sol- 
diers' monument in Washington 
Square to the front door of Indepen- 
dence Hall. So it wasn't our fault 
that Warwick and Shaw did just as 
predicted that they might be expected 
to do. 

But laying aside all kidding and 
getting right down to the real stuff, 
it was SOME match, and there was 
enough good playing on both sides to 
provide plenty of glory to go around 
among all four players. There were 
a total of 33 games played and 12 of 
them went to deuce. Warwick and 
Shaw won 20 games and Justice and 
Ross had 13 to their credit. War- 
wick and Shaw scored a total of 138 
points, and Justice and Ross had 112. 

The first set was one of the hardest 
fought and most exciting contests 
that local tennis fans have enjoyed 
in a long time. Every one of the last 
five games was played past deuce, and 
there was only a difference of 7 points 
in the fourteen games. 

Again this week, thanks to Referee 
Hall, we are able to show the score 
of the game by points, and here, as 
in last week's single championship 
match, may be found the key to the 
result. 

Messrs. Warwick and Shaw won 
more J)y their splendid defensive play- 
ing than by aggressive tactics, and 
Messrs. Justice and Ross lost heavily 
through their outs and net shots. Last 
week in the singles championship 
match Kirkpatrick had a total of 42 
placement shots against Philler's 19; 
whereas in Saturday's doubles, War- 
wick and Shaw had a total of 33 
placements against Justice and Ross* 
24. Some allowance must of course 
be made for the difference in charac- 
ter between singles and doubles but 
at the same time, a comparison of the 
two scores shows an interesting point 
in this connection. 

Rarely on the local courts has there

Time after time in the first set it 
looked as though the result would be 
in their favor, and there wasn't a 
moment throughout the contest when 
Warwick and Shaw would have dared 
for a minute to relax their vigilance;

A Convert to Suffrage— An "Old Lady" 
Sees flic Light 

Under "Mars Henry" Watterson the 
Louisville Courier-Journal was for 
many years one of the strongholds of 
the anti-suffrage cause, but with the 
retirement of that implacable foe of 
votes for women, the "old lady on the 
corner" — as that newspaper calls 
itself, echoing a popular nickname of 
affection — comes the announcement 
that it has seen the light and will 
henceforth bravely carry the banner 
of justice and equality of political 
rights for the citizens still disfrnn- 
! chised in more than half the States 
of the Union. This will put new heart 
into the courageous women who are 
carrying on the battle against preju- 
dice and reaction by their example 
of self-sacrifice and orderly devotion 
to the country's cause in its hour of 
trial. This sudden reversal of policy 
on the part of a great newspaper is 
in recognition of the noble part the 
women of the civilized world are
